strurents, and equipment have been considered so far. if, following on the 
further development of the office, it becomes necessary for the office to supply 
the whole of the usual mterial required in the course of norm] duties, the 
proposed stnff would naturally be ineufficient. The following lerge-scale com 
mitnents vould then have to be considered:

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1. As a result of Gisevssions in Merch 1951 between officers of the Biro fir 
Wirtrchaftsfeagen and two officials of the Ifa Werk Horch in Zwickau 
the following d¢Cisions vere teken with regard to the specificationg of 
the medium PEW type 901: 


a, The medium PEW type 901 (in the former Wehrmacht called Kfz 15) wild in 
future be known as "Horch H1*, 


b, The Horch Hl will be about 400 mms shorter than the fermer typs 901g the 
contrel supporting axle is omitted, 


c. The goare wheel will be carrliedm top of the rear luggage boot. 
a. There will be easier entry and exit. 
e, The wings will have removeable leather covers. 


f. The tank will contain 110 liters, while the second tank in the middle will 
be omitted because of shortening of the base. 


g. Spare parts for the steering mechenism will present no difficulties (formerly 
this goar was produced in the Zahnradfabrik, Friedrichshafen/Bodensee), 
because the DDR now makes its own steering mechaniam in Zahnradfabrik, 
Triptiz/Thiringen. Spare parts for the gears (also previously produced in 
the Zahnradfabrik, Friedrichshafen/Bodensee ) will also present no difficulties 
for the same reason, 


i, The tires, size 180 x 18,which have never beon produced in the DOR will be 
replaced by tires size 750 x 20, despite the fact that these latter have no 
eross-country treads. 

4, Towing hooks will be added both in front and behind, 

k, The engine will be about 82 Continental horse-pover, 


2. During the March discussions, factory leaders were advised to deal in futwre only 
with officials of the Biro flr Wirtechaftsfragen so far as the "Hl" was concerned, 
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and only to aecept instructions in writing from members of that Biro. Further= 
more, such instructions must be signed either by the Leiter Willi stop? or the 
Hauptabtellungsleiter Raegshler, 


The first prototype vehicle "Hl" will be ready for inspection by the BfW on 
22 March 1951, On the same date a certified account for the cost of the pre= 
paration of the vehicle and an estimte for the preperation of 2 total of 30 
similar vehicles will be submitted to the Bf. For the preparation of more 
vehicles « great number of the parts are available, such as engines, complete 
rear axles, and gear boxes. However, other parts are in very short supply, 
or are lacking, such as chassis, front axles, brake levers, electrical parts 
such as self-starter dynamos etc, 


In comnection with the cauestion of the manufacture of a crogs-country truck, 
Horch officials have asserted that the avail-ble 2-axle Horch "H3" is not suit- 
able for conversion into > 3~axle vehicle because of the shorimess of the wheel 
bese, smi, furthermore, the 80 h.p, engine is not sufficiently strong for the 
job, 


With regard to the construction of a tractor, the attemts of the Horeh Verksleitung 
to recover the old parts of the former trector (Sonder Kfz II), whieh had been 
handed over to the firm of "Eisen-Ktnig" at ‘wickau for scrap, in accordance with 
a decision of the Kontrolirat, were unsuccessful since the spare ports had ale 
ready been smelted down. The machine tool for producing the special springs for 
this vehicleted already been serapped at the same time, and could not be recovered 
for the same reason, However, in SchBnebeck an der Elbe (at the former Famoverke) 
there was in production a full-track vehicle powered by a Horch 120 horse-power 
motor, This full track vehicle was to have been in production under the name of 
Type KS 120 (that is Kettensehleprer 120 h.p.)« Apparently, however » the work 
was stopped because of leek of capital, 


It is intended to use the Horch U6 as a bowser because of its traction 

pover, The Horch H3, a bouser built for "Minol", taking into account the actual 
tank construction, would scareely be able to deal as a bower with more than 2,000 
liters, which is not enough, As a power cabin in its present form it is not _ 
suiteble for police purposes, Tho firm "Dromos" delivers the chassis for the 
bouser trailer, 


Since completion of the first prototype of the "Prestige Car" (Reprasentations 
Yagen Type 1208), nothing more has been done with it by Horch, since the necessary 
cepital is Incking. In all outward appearances the car resembles the "Buick", 

but it has its om peculiar features, To get the car into full production there 
is still a lot of development work needed and further capital mast be provided, 
500,000 DM (Ost) have been spent on it up to Mereh 1952, 


In the spring of 1951 officers of the BIW discussed the following matters with 
officials of Ifa Zentrale, Chemnitz: 


a, the development of a smal]. cross-country car Type DEW F8 or F9, but with 
two enginess 


b, the development of a 3-axle truck 3: 
c. The development of tractor KS 120 (full-track), 


The Ifa Body Work Factory at Radeberg/Dresden in March 1951 was working on two 
comniissions concerning special vehicles. One was an order from the HVdaVP for 

the special preparation of a light body for VP purposes on the chassis of the 
DEW FO, Originally the order had been for 50 vehicles, but this had later to be 
reduced to 10, The other was an order from the HVA for tyvo workshop trailers. 
qghe HVGVP was to receive the first car on 30 March, 1951. No exact date has 
been set for the completion of the workshop trailers, 60 kemus. of zine is re~ 
quired for the roofing and the firm officials have no idea where or how to obtain 
this quantity of metal, 


During an inspection of the Radeberg plant in March the PEW/DKW F9 (Flitzer), 

did not meet requirements of the BIW, In its construction more regard had been 
paid to beauty of line than to practical requirements and cheapness in construc- 
tion, Thé ground clearance was very small, and in particular the brake handle 
went down very far below floor level, The problem of folding down the windsereens 
had not yepwarveabiueReas chen tod /64 tatinnRDP so-0e49Redeson2000M@ieal decision 
on the workshop trailer was withheld because of its state of incompleteness.

Carrying of four or five persons and at the same time capable of towing a 
load of up to one ton, Reliable for roads and cross-country. 


b. Technical Requirements: 
About 80 Continental horsepower, capacity 3000-4000 ecs, road speed 80--90 


km per hour maximm, 4-wheel drive, clearance 250-300 mms, "Bauchfreiheitn 
about 200 mms., small overhang before and behind, good climbing facilities, 
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easily capable of cross-country work, weight about 600 kes, range 400-500 kus. 
Robust, simply constructed to facilitate elimination of faults, easy assembly 
and stripping, easily comprehensible in service and supply at all tines of 
the year, Construction as in para 1 above, but in addition strong toying 
hook in the rear for attachment of loaded trailer:
